The person who pat­ 
ronizes a railroad has a right to ex ­ 
pect that perfectly sober and clear 
head ed men are In control of It from 
su perintend ent d own to the hu mblest 
employ e. 
This sort of temperance 
mov ement will prod u ce resu lts. 
It 
will make sobriety popu lar In places 
where it has heretofore been regard - 
ed as a sign of weakness and the basis 
of social ostracism.

at 
Chicago the officials refu sed to take 
pay for the serv ice, telling Mr. Hu nt 
that lie was the first man to ship 
freight to the city from the west by 
rail.
